E. church addressed the audience be- 
fnro tliP main address o f the even- 
ing. R ev. Sto ne had envelo pes pass- 
ed thro ugh the audience and made 
an appeal to the ‘ dry's” to subscribe 
to the campaign fund, lie predicted 
an energetic campaign fo r a "dry 
Dixo n this spring, 
and stated that 
everything po ssible wo uld be do n* 
to get the wo men vo ters o ut o n elec­ 
tio n day. 
F ath er Murphy o pened his 
ad­ 
dress by thanking the management 
o f the o pera ho use fo r its co urtesies 
in calling attentio n to the Paulist

o ne o f the greatest attractio ns that 
ta n be seen o r heard, and advised 
all to attend.
